EXPLANATORY NOTE. 



IN presenting this volume to the public, a few 
words as to its origin may not be without 
interest When it was decided to erect a Children's 
Building upon the Exposition grounds, the Board 
of Lady Managers called for assistance in raising 
the necessary funds to carry out their project. 
Among the many ways and means to this end, the 

idea presented itself that a volume might be com-
